Discuss Germany’s Latest Demand. 


The question of how the league of 
nations will meet Germany’s threat to 
disregard that clause of the treaty “df 
Versailles involving allocation of. her 
colonies under various mandates occu- 
pied .considerable attention in the 
league assembly today. 

Although other matters were in the 
forefront of the discussion, it was pri- 
vately admitted by many delegates that 
Germany’s attitude furnished the one 
big problem now confronting the league 
and-that the assembly must of neces. 
sity devote much of its time to finding 
a quick solution. 

Unofficial conversations turned to. 
what steps the league, intrusted with 
enforcement of the treaty, could take 
to compel Germany's acknowledgment 
of the binding nature-of the entire pact. 
While none of the delegates would con. 
sent to be quoted to that effect, the 
impression seemed to be general that 
under present conditions the league 
would have to depend solely upon eco- 
nomic pressure. 

That this would be efficacious was re. 
garded as certain, owing to Germany's 
peculiar vulnerability in this direction 
at this particular time. 

At the same time the question has 
arisen as to how Germany would pro- 
pose to evade the particular clause of 
the treaty to which she takes excep- 
tion. The only suggestion that has 
been a@vanced in this connection is 
that she would refuse payment of the 
indemnities, either by outright defiance 
or alleged inability to pay. 

Britons and French Amazed. 


British and French headquarters 
here have made no attempt to con- 
ceal their astonishment at the Ger- 
man note. They point out that the 
former enemy country already has 
definitely renounced her colonies under 
Article 119 of the treaty. 

By her action it is assumed that 
Germany has definitely abandoned any 
intention of applying to the league 
for membership at this session of the 
assembly. France had _. previously 
made it known that any move to admit 
Germany at this time would result 
in immediate withdrawal of the 
French. The German defiance is be- 
lieved to have increased the opposition 
to her admission. 

For League Army in Vilna Region. 
PARIS, Nov. 20.—The French gov- 
ernment will cojperate with the league 
of nations in supplying France's quota 
of troops to be sent to the Vilna re- 
gion for the preservation of order dur- 
ing the plebiscite there for determi- 
nation of the political fate of the dis- 
trict, it was stated today at the for- 
eign office.

The Badgers of 1901 were a great 
aggregation, including Capt: Art Cur- 
tis, one of the greatest of all’ Badger 
tackles; Juneau and Abbott at ends, 
Scow at center, Lerum at guard, and 
Driver, Larson, and Fogg in the beck 
field. Jimmy Sheldon was the Maroon 
captain. Wisconsin won, 35 to 0. 

In 1904 Eckersall performed a sim- 
llar feat of running through the Badge- 
team for 106 yards and a touchdown 
in a game which Chicago won, 18 to 11, 
and in 1908 Wallie Steffen, now Ald.

WHERE DIXIE RACED

In ante-bellum days no city in the 
United States' surpassed Natchez, 
Miss., for interesting horse racing. 
Those were the days of the Pharsalia 
course, famous for the excellence of 
the sport seen over it. 

This was particularly so in two and 
four mile races, notable for the bitter | 
manner in which they were fought be- | 
tween horses owned by members of 
the Surget, Bingaman and Minor 
families, which were closely related by 
ties of blood and marriage. 


Trophies Buried in Civil War. 

The Pharsalia antedated the Metairie 
course at New Orleans, and was the 
meeting place of the sportsmen of the 
south, many years before Lexington 
and Lecompte had their memorable 
duel over the Louisiana proving 
ground which has long been a ceme- 
tery. 

The trophies were of great beauty, 
and a number of these are in posses- 
sion of the Surget, McKittrick, and 
Minor families today, but one of the 
most beautiful, imported from Eng- 
Jjand, occupies a place of honor on the 
sideboard of Samuel C. Hildreth of 
New York, who won it when Uncle 
captured*the Triumph stakes at Brigh- 
ton Beach some years ago. Most of 
these souvenirs of the days when the 
joy of victory was a greater solace 
than the money award, were buried 
during the Civil war and now are re- 
garded as priceless for their memories 
and associations.
